


Loud ‘No’ from Amman 

Begin invites Jordan 
to confederation 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
has proposed a Jordan-lsrael 
"confederation" to rule over "the 
eastern and western Land of 

Israel." 

Begin had made the proposal on 
Monday evening in an interview on 
K. 0 I Yisrael. 

In a Hebrew-language broadcast 
the following day, Jordan Television 
said that Jordan will not consider 
^uch a scheme with a man "whose 
basic policies are expansion and the 
denial of Palestinian national 
rights." The broadcaster added that 
Begin was not the man to conclude 
a peace agreement with Jordan. 

In Monday's radio interview, 
B^in was asked whether he shared 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon's 
view that Jordan is de facto a 
"Palestinian state." 

“i never said that (though) there 
are colleagues who say £is (and) 
they have the right to make that 
claim," said the premier, who went 
oh to describe "the vision I have in 
my heart." 

“I dream of the day in which 
there will be peace between us and 
the ruler of Transjordan. And 
as a result of this peace we will be 
able to give Jordan a free port in the 


Mediterranean, either in Ashod or 
in Haifa, and goods from both 
countries will go east and west and 
we will be able to visit each other 
and we will be able to establish what 
I may call today a free con' 
federation. ..a confederation 
between the free eastern and 
westecn Land of Israel." 

During the interview. Begin ex* 
pressed his "certainty" that the 
peace process between Israel and 
Egypt will continue after April 1982, 
when Israel completes its 
withdrawal from Sinai. "We have 
made peace forever and it will live 
on in the future," he said. 

Reacting to the suggestion that 
the Egyptians, after April, may 
renege on their end of the treaty. 
Begin said: "I can't deny the logic in 
this kind of scepticism. But per- 
sonally. on the basis of observation 
and experience, 1 can say that I 
honestly do accept the (Egyptian) 
promise" that peace will hold aRer 
April. 

Speaking of Uie ongoing Israeli- 
.American dialogue on "strategic 
cooperation" between the two 
countries, Begin said; “Today there 
are not enough forces in the Middle 
East. ..for example, to halt, under

Premier favours cooling ethnic issue 

Begin flays kibbutz 
wealth, ‘arrogance’

- Prime Minister Menachem B^in 
in Rosh Hashana interviews expres- 
sed readiness to publish a joint an- 
nouncemem with the country's 
other political leaders to remove the 
Sephardi-Ashkenazi issue from 
public political dispute and discus' 
i'on. 

Begin also attacked "the displays 
of arrogance by the Labour party 
and the kibbutzim" towards the 
Sephardi communities and the 
development towns during the past 
three decades, and flayed the press 

— except the NRP’s Hazt^e and 
A^dat Yisrael's Hanodi'a — for 
being anti-Likud. 

In an interview published Mon- 
day in the afternoon daily Yediot 
Aharonot. Begin said tl'al he had 
been prepared in the election 
campaign to make such a joint an- 
nouncement with Lab<3ur leader 
Shimon Peres saying: "Let us 
remove this matter frr<m discus- 
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sion." Begin conceded, however, 
that he had not suggested to Peres' 
that they make such a statement 
before the election. 

"But I am ready at this rime to 
publish a joint announcement*' on 
the matter, he said in the interview 
published Monday. Begin denied 
that the Likud had been responsible 
for turning the gap between the 
country’s Sephardi and Ashkenazi 
communities into a major election 
campaign issue. 

Saying. "I do not accuse, I simply 
set down the facts." Begin related 
that in 1946 Israel Gaiili. leader of 
the Labour-aniliated Hagana un- 
derground movement, had asked 
him how the IZL — which Begin 
had commanded — had overcome 
"the ethnic problem." Many of the 
IZL commanders and activists were 
of Oriental origin — "and we .con- 
tinued this tr^ition in the Henit

Fatah clashes 
with ex-allies 
in Lebanon

Relations between the PLO and 
local Lebanese Moslem militias 
deteriorated further this week, with 
open fighting erupting in Beirut on 
'Tuesday between Yasser Arafat's 
Fatah and members of the Moslem 
National Movement. 

Another car bomb also went off 
next to a PLO roadblock in 
Southern Lebanon on Monday, 
leaving 18 dead and some 40 
wounded — evidently the work of 
the pro-S>Tian Shi’ite group, Amal. 

The clashes in Beirut, which were 
reported by local radio stations, led 
to the closure of the Museum Road, 
a main crossing point between the 
Christian and Moslem sectors of the 
city. The reports gave no indication 
of what had triggered the dashes,

Reagan delays action 
on sale of AWACS

Washington. — Bowing to 

strong congressional pressure, the 
Reagan administration has delayed 
at least until tomorrow its formal 
notification to Congress of the sale 
of AWACS radar airci^ and other 
advanced weaponry to Saudi 
Arabia. 

The administration, which was 
originally scheduled to submit the 
notification Iasi nighL announced 
the delay amid frantic, last-minute 
efforts to avert a major foreign 
policy disaster. 

Following formal notification. 
Congress has 30 days to veto the 
sale by adopting resolutions of dis- 
approval in both houses ■— a 
prospect that looks likely unless 
soms modifiutiwus are made iii the 
sale. As required under a com- 
plicated legidative maneuver, the 
administration had submitted its so- 
called informal notification of the 
sale 20 days s«o. 

Key Senate Republican sup- 
porters of the administration's 
proposed sale yesterday informed 
I^esident Ronald Reagan that the 
Congress is unlikely to approve the 
sale as it now stands. 

At the same lime. Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig underscored 
this assessment by culling short his 


scheduled meetings with visiting 
foreign ministers at the UN to 
return to Washington for frantic 
strategy sessions with the president 
and other senior officials, designed 
to salvage the S8.5 billion AWACS 
package. 

Slate Department ofndals said 
Haig had received a report on the 
thinking of the Saudi leadership 
from the just-arrived U.S. ambas- 
sador in Jeddah, Richard Murphy. 
The report was important enough 
for the secretary to return to the 
White House to discuss it personally 
with Reagan, they said. * 

The administrarion has been 
searching for some sort of new com- 
prqmise allowing joint U.S.-Saudi 
command of the five AWACS 
planes after '.hey are delivered in 
l98S. Bui the Saudis have $0 lar 
resisted any change in the original 
terms of the bJe, warning that they 
will purchase British-made Nimrod 
radar aircrafi if the AWACS sale is 
vetoed.

Baker of Tennessee, a backer of the 
AWACS package, emerged from a 
meeting yesterday with the presi- 
dent to tell reporters that the sale 
could be saved only if the president

Shamir meets Poland’s FM

UNITED NATIONS. — Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and his 
Polish counterpart, Joseph Czyrek, 
met Monday afternoon in the first 
such meeting since Poland broke 
diplomatic relations with Israel in 
1967. The one-heur meeting 
between the two officials followed a 
similar meeting in New York last 
Thursday between Shamir and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 

A spokeswoman for the Israeli 
mission to the UN said that the 
meeting was held, like the one with 
Gromyko, at Israel's . request and 
that the two discussed "various mat- 
ters regarding relations between the 
two countries and Middle East is- 
sues. 

Shamir also raised the possibility 
of renewing diplomatic relations 
between the two countries and as a 
first step proposed a cultural ex- 
change. 

.According to informed sources, 
Shamir also proposed Israeli 
agricultural assistance to help 
relieve Poland's enormous 
economic problems. 

It is not clear what the Pdish 


response to Shamir's suggestions 
was. While Israel's attitude was said 
to be "optimistic,'' a Polish 
spokesman described the at- 
mosphere in the meeting as "very 
good." but refused any (Hher com- 
ment. 

Shamir was accompanied to the 
meeting at the ofRces of the Pdish 
mission by Yehuda Blum, Israel's 
representative to the UN. The 
Polish foreign minister was accom- 
panied by an aide. They conferred 
through an interpreter, C^rek 
speaking in Polish and Shamir in 
English. 

In another development regarded 
as a positive signal to Israel, 
Liberia's foreign minister called on 
African countries which broke off 
diplomatic relations with Israel to 
“begin a re-examination of their 
policy.” 

In a speech before the General 
Assembly on Monday, Gabriel Bac- 
cus Matthews expressed support for 
the Camp David agreements and for 
President Anwar Sadat's policies 
towards Israel. He stressed that his 
country fmds “nothing intrinsically 
wrong with p^al agreemenu and 
we are convinced that the Camp 
David accords represent a 
meaningful initial approach." 


Exceptional quiet’ throughout Rosh Hashana

Except for the trilling of the ram's 
horn emanating from 8,000 syn- 
agogues, the country was "excep- 
tionally quiet" during the two days 
of Ro^ Hashana, according to the 
National Police spokesman. 

He said there were no untoward 
incidents, partly thanks to the thou- 
sands of police, civil guards, soldiers 
and border police who remained on 
duty. 

Worshippers thronged to the 
Western Wall in Jerusalem, and 
took advantage of the balmy 
weather to stroll through the city to 
the holy site and recite Rosh 
Hashana prayers. Sinai, too, was 
crowded — with an estimated 
100. (XX) vacationers eager to visit it 
before it is given back to Egypt in 
April. Picnickers filled nature 
reserve areas around the country. 

On Monday, the eve of Rosh 


Hashana. the foreign diplomatic 
corps called on Presidem Yitzhak 
Navon at Beil Hanassi to bring 
greetings for the New Year 5742. 

U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis, 
doyen of the Dipiomaiic Corps, 
wished Israel increased under- 
standing with the countries 
represented at the gathering and a 
strengthening of peace in the 
region 

The presidem. answering Lewis’s 
champagne toast, noted that the 
past year was tempestuous, "but in 
fact. ever, year we think the current 
weather is the worst ever." 

Navon added that the people of 
Israel want to buSd an exemplary 
society based on the morality and 
tradition of the Prophets, with 
human and universal values linked 
with technological and human 
achievements. This may be am- 
bitious. but "if one doesn't dream, 
one will never accomplish 
anything." said Navon. 


U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
sent a Rosh Hashana blessing to 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin, 
saying that "Americans of ail faiths 
join in the pride of the Jew's in Israel 
and around the world, in these days 
in which you celebrate the New 
Year. Relations between the U.S. 
and Israel are meaningful and per- 
manent." 

Reagan added. "Our commit- 
ment to the security and well-being 
of Israel expresses the deep feelings 
of the American people for Israel. I 
look forward to the New Year with 
hope that relations between us will 
be even closer and more productive 
as we work together for peace." 

In a closed-circuit message to 
Habad centres around the world, 

the Lubavitcher Rebbc Menachem 
Schneerson called for Jewish unity, 
for Jews to love each other and help 
each other in time of need, physical 
and spiritual. 


Iraq, Iran 
claim gains 
as Abadan 
siege lifted 

BEIRUT (Reuter). — Iraq said 
yester^y K had kiDed more than 
IJQO Iranian troops and destroyed 
dozens of tanks in a weekend battle 
round the devastated Iranian refin- 
ing town of Abadan, despite pulling 
back its invasion forces west of the 
strategic Karun River. 

Iran said qn Sunday it had driven 
the Iraqis back across the river in a 
surprise attack, kiliiag 1,0 00 Iraqis 
and taking 1,500 prisoners in a 
battle that broke the year-kmg siege 
of Abadan in the south western oil- 
producing province of Khuzestan. 

Iraq a£nitted it had pulled back 
across the Karan, but said its forces 
were still attacking Abadan, which 
• has been a key target since the Gulf 
war started a year ago* 

Iranian fighter-bombers blasted 
Iraqi positions near Abadan yester- 
day, Teheran Radio said. However, 
Iran’s armed forces, only two days 
aJFter they raised the year-old siege 
of the city, were hard-hif by the loss 
of four key military ieaders in a 
plane crash. 

The radio said Iraqi concentra- 
tions on the west bank of the Karun 
River were heavily bombarded and 
Iranian ground forces shelled Iraqi 
barracks, setting lire to ammunition 
depots and destroying buildings 
around it. 

The ofTicial Pars News Agency 
reported that long-range Iraqi artil- 
lery fire hit residential areas in 
Abadan, wounding several civilians 
and that Iraqi warplanes had drop- 
ped bombs which caused a fire in 
nearby p^m ^oves. It said the fire 
had been quickly brought under 
control. 

Despite the pullback, Iraqi forces 
still hold large chunks of Khuzestan 
Province, including the cargo port 
of Khorramshahr, just north of 
Abadan. 

The Iraqi high command said on 
Monday its forces could return 
when necessary to the east bank of 
the Karun, which flows into the dis- 
puted Shalt al-Arab estuary. 


Mubarak leaving 
for U.S. today on 
unexpected trip 

CAIRO (AE*). — Egyptian Vice- 
President Hosni Mubarak is 
scheduled to leave today for the 
U.S., it was unexpectedly an- 
nounced yesterday. 

News agencies were contacted by 
the Government Pr^ Centre and 
informed of Mubarak's departure, 
but no reason for the sud^n trip 
was given. 

Spokesmen at the Foreign 
Ministry and the Vice-President’s 
Office said they had "no comment" 
about the trip, and a spokesman at 
the U.S. Embassy here said be had 
"no information" about it 

Mubarak visited the .U.S. earlier 
this year shortly after President 
Ronald Reagan took office, to shop 
for &ins, acquaint the new ad- 
ministration with Egypt’s foreign 
and economic policies. 

Earlier this week Mubarak 
warned Soviet-backed regimes in 
the Middle East and Africa that any 
move against their neighbours 
would be considered a direct ag- 
gression against Egypt and would be 
"confronted firmly.’’ 

Speaking at the opening session 
of t he second annual congress of the 
ruling Natiooai Democratic Party 
on Monday, Mubarak directed his 
warning to- Libya, Ethiopia and 
South Yemen. 

In another development, pro- 
westem Sudan on Tue^y reveled 
that Libyan planes have been bomb- 
ing villages on the Sudanese- 
Chadian borders for the past 19 
days and warned it would 
appropriate measures" unless Libya 
was made to stop..

Iran loses top 
commanders 
in plane crash 


BEIRUT. — Four of Iran's t<^ 
military commanders were kil- 
led Tuesday in a plane crash, 
and the government announced - 
yesterday that it had foiled a 
plot by (^ponents oi the regime 
to assassinate two senior law en- 
forcement ofBcials. 

.Urban guerrillas launched 
another round of hit-and-^iiD at- 
tacks and killings in Teheran and 
provincial towns, as regime loyalists 
pressed on with .their attempts to 
quell the violence and muz^ the 
dissent vriiich has buffeted the 
clergy-controlled regime for more 
than three months. 

The plane crash, vdiicfa kiUed 
Defence Minister Col. Musa Namju 
and three other mOitery leaders, 
stripped the Iranian armed forces of 
key strategists in the one-year-old 
war against neighbouring Iraq, 

While official communiques 
referred to the crash of the 
American-made C130 Hercules 
transport plane as an accident, they - 
shed no ^ht on what caused the 
plane to fall out of the sky as it ap- 
proached Teheran on a flight 
the war-battered city of Ahvaz in 
southern Iran. 

The military leaders were return- 
ing frcMn victory ceremonies they 
presided over in Khuzestan to 
celebrate Iran’s weekend surprise 
oftensive that broke Iraq’s II- 
.1 month aege of the Iranian oil refin- 
ing city of Abadan. (See adjacent 
story.) 

The three other leaden killed 
were Gen. Valiollah F^ahi, acting 
commander cf Iran’s armed forces, 
Cd. Javad FaknrL former defence 
minister and ex-air force com- 
mander, and Rahim Kdahdoz, 
deputy commander of the 
Revdutionaiy Guards. 

The three, bigh-rajqking officen . 
were all veteran . sokhen who had 
wfvisB under the sh^ and were 


regarded as loyal to Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. 

FallahL SO, who planned Iran’s 
strategy in tte yeaiC^ Gulf war, 
and Fakuri, 47, reorganized Iran’s 
forces wefl enough to hold out 
against attacks by a superior Iraqi 
army early in . die conflict. 

Despite being close to ousted 
president Abobassan Bani-Sadr, 
they kept out of domestic politics, 
gave , priority to the war and pl^y^ 
no role in the authorities’ campaign 
a^nst opponents of Iran's religious 
leadership. 

Namju, 46, who was less well 
known, recei^ replaced Fakuri as 
defence minister and represented 
Khomeini on Iran’s Supreme 
Defence Council. 

’The deafla came a after Khcm- 
emTs derical ade in Khoiassan, Ho- 
jatoleslam -Abdulkarim Hashemi- 
Nejad, became the 107th victim of a 
wave of assassinations which began 
after the fUl of Bani-Sa^ in June. 

In retaliation, the regime has ex- 
ecuted 1,369 disidents so far — 1 56 
of them after Mujahedin Khalq 
guerrillas battled Revolutionary 
. Guards in centra! Teheran oa Sun- 
day. These clashes, in which 22 
penons died in six hours of street 
fluting, were described as the 
"wont ever*’ between the Mu- 
jahedin and die guards. 

The Mujahedin have t^n to the 
streets almost daily with the ap- 
proach of tomorrow’s presidential 
elections to dioose a replacement 
for Bani-Sadr’s assassinated succes- 
S 9 r, Mohammed All RiqaL 
' Shortly after the government 
broadcast news of the fatal plane 
crasii, it disclosed that 
n.ev61utioaary Guards had raided 
hideouts of both Mujahedin 
Khalq and Fedayeen Khalq guerril- 
las and seized documents contain- 
ing'piots to assassinate Chief Justice 
Abdulkarim Ardabill and the 
national police chief, COl. Ibrahim 
Hejaa.

Solidarity delegates debate

GDANSK. — A,fter days of 
acrimonious internal squabbling, 
the Solidarity union yesterday em- 
barked on a lengthy debate over its 
sweeping programme of saying 
Pdand from "catastrophe." 

But the official Soviet news 
agency Tass said the proposed 
programme "is not a document of a 
trade union, but a manifesto of a 
political party that claims 
leadership of society and .of the 
countiy." 

Opening debate on the program- 
me marked a second phase in the 
national congress of Solidarity. The 
debate win poetptme elections of 
new union leaders so that delegates 
may assess their poartions. Among 
the randidates for t<^ union posts is 
Lech Walesa, who aloag with other 
leaders was reprimand^ 00 'Tues- 
day for the way they accepted a 
compromise over a new law on 
workers’ rights. 

Deqiite the reprimand, which 
was softened by a statement that 


delegates realized the necesaity of 
acting quic^ on the compromise 
before parlumem passed die law 
last Friday, delegates also gave a 
vote of co^dence on Tuesd^r to its 
outgoing national leadenhq) com- 
mission. 

The union’s programme, calling 
for a new social order, seeks an in- 
dependent judiciary, a 'second 
chamber ai parliament to deal with 
socio-economic issu^ democratic 
elections and Solidarity’s own radio 
and. teleriston station. 

One of the major controversies to 
erupt at the congress is the Ipng- 
smouldering issues of Solidarity’s 
"experts” — the small group of in- 
tellectuals vdiich acts as a loose ad- 
visoiy board. 

The del^ates passed a resolution

(Cootiniied from Page One> 
volvement in the lobbying. 

Haig is scheduled to appear this 
morning before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on the 
AWACS sale. He has taken charge 
of the administration's eiTorts to see 
if some sort of compromise might 
yet be arranged. 

The Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee opened hearings on the sale 
Monday, hearing Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger and Gen. David 
Jones, chairman of the Jmnt Chiefs 
of Staff, argue that the sate was in 
America’s best national interest. 

Administration officials have of- 
fered extremely gloomy assessments 
of the consequences of a congres- 
sional veto ^ not only in terms of 
L/.S.-Saudi relatroas but also in (he 
entire U.S. strategic standing in the 
Middle East and Persian Gulf. 

A former chief of U.S.. Ah- Force 
intelligence, Gen. George Keegan 
(res.), however, yesterday told the 
arm^ services panel that Saudi 
Arabia was a very unstable regime 
and could suffer the same fate as 
Iran within the next two to five 
years. Keegan .strongly opposed 
supplying the most advanced U.S. 
technology to such a regime. 

Weinberger, who is due to testify 
this afternoon before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Commhtee, was 
Firm on Monday in his defence of 
the package. 

He said the sale would make '*ai) 
important contribution” to the 
security of all nations in the Middle 
East, including Israel. 

Both he and Jones insisted that 
the risk of providing advanced 
technology to the Saudis was accep- 
table. Jones said the loss of the 
radar planes to the Soviet Union or 
other unfriendly hands would beun- 
welcome but not catastrophic. 

President Reagan is scheduled to 
hold his first news conference- in 
three months this afternoon. There 
already has been some pspeculation 
that he may use the occasion to 
open with a'strong appeal for public 
support for the AWACS sale.

Jordan complains tc 

Haig about Sharon

UNITED NATIONS. — Jordanian 
Crown Prince Hassan yesterday 
told U.S. Secretary of State Alex- 
ander Haig of his country's concern 
about Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon's contention that Jordan 
already is a Palestinian state and 
that ho other is needed. He also told 
Haig during their meeting in New 
Vork that the Reagan adoiinistra- 
tioit’s failure to deliver the AWACS 
radaj planes to Saudi Arabia would 
harm the interests of the 
“moderate” Arab states in the area, 
according to State Department 
spokesman Dean Fischer. 

Fischer, said that Haig cold Has- 
san thafhe regardedXing Hussein's 
planned visit to the UN in 
November as a ritting occasion to 
reaffirm his support for “Jordan's 
territorial integrity and its unique 
character” in wake of Sharon's 
claims, which the defence minister 
repeated in an interview in the latest 
issue of Tone magazine. 

Fischer also sud that the prince 
expressed concern over develop- 
ments in the West Bank and the 
‘‘unresolved question” of 
Jerusalem. 

Speaking before the General As- 
sembly on Monday, Hassan expres- 
sed his country's support for tbe 
national rights of the Palestinian 
people “including their right to an 
independent Palestinian state on 
Palestinian national soil. ” 

He also said that Jordan is willing 
to “cooperate with any sincere in- 
itiative aimed at finding, a just and 
comprehensive peace* for the 
Palestinian and Middle East 
problem," and in this context re- 
jected the Camp David accords. 

The Jordanian crown prince also 
blasted the recent Israel, decision 
not to allow the West Bank 
municipalities to receive Jordanian 
flnanci^ aid. 

“As a result of this measure,” he 
said, “the population have been left 
without necessary basic financing, 
either from the occupation 
authorities or from their feliow 
Arabs, whereas previous^, at least 
public services and utilities were 
supported through Arab aid.” He 


called on the Americans to atop 
aiding Israel “expansionisr pro- 
jects. 

Hassan's speech and meeting 
with Haig come amid persistent 
rumours about a secret meeting^ 
between Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and Hassan. Both Israeli 
and Jordanian officials denied the 
rumours. 

Another rumour circulating here 
is that Shamir is discussing with top 
UN officials a plan for peace in 
Lebanon which has been put 
forward by Brian Urqhart, under- 
secretary to UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim, and by American 
officials at the UN. The plan calls, 
among other thln^, for Israel's 
wilhdnwal from involvement in 
South Lebanon and for the exten- 
sion of the UNIFIL forces' man- 
date. 

Shamir discussed the plan in the 
course of his meeting with 
Waldheim on Friday. He expressed 
Israel's reservation about many 
items on the plan, including the idea 
of “integrating" Major Sa'ad Had- 
dad's forces with the Lebanese 
army, and the suspension of Israeli 
relations with Haddad. He also re- 
jected some items in the plan which 
“insthutionrize” the presence of 
PLO forces in Lebanon. 

Another Arab representative to 
address the General Assembly 
yesterday was Abdul Halim Khad- 
dam, the Syrian Foreign Minister. 
He called for the “elimination of 
Zionism'* and said that “prospects 
for peace in the region look ml.” He 
condemned the Camp David ac- 
cords and the “strategic alliance” 
between Israel and tbe U.S.

They endorsed one of their 
number, Tanzanian Foreign 
Minister Salim Ahmed Salim, to 
succeed Austrian Kurt Waldheim as 
UN secretary-general on January I .

Syria ‘to fight’ new appointment 

Greek Catholic bishop 
named for Jerusalem 


The Greek Catholic community 
of Jerusalem on Tuesday welcomed 
the appointment of a new bishop, 
who nits a slot in the church 
hierarchy ofTicially vacant since 
Israel expelled Archbishop Hilarion 
Capucci for gun-running in 1977. 

Father Lutfi al-Laham, 48. is to 
he ordained a bishop in a ceremony 
in Damascus on October 2 and 
named the patriarchal vicar of 
Jerusalem, a position he assumed 
after Capucci's exile but without the 
title or rank. 

In Damascus, where Patriarch 
Maximus Hakim announced the 
decision, the Syrian government 
condemned the appointment and a 
senior official said Syria would 
“fight this decision to the death.” - 

Capucci is considered a hero of 
the Palestinian cause. He was ar- 
rested in 1974 for smuggling 
weapons from Lebanon to be used 
in terrorist attacks on Israeli targets. 
He served three years of a 12-year 
prison sentence before he was 
granted clemency at the request of 
Pope Paul VI. 

In Jerusalem, the government 
made no immediate comment on 
the appointment. 

V We don't care about the politics. 
We are only interested in .the 
religious side. We need a bishop,” 
said Father Geof^e Rizak, secretary 
of the Greek Catholic Patriarchate 


in Jerusalem's Old City. 

“Before Father Al-Laham was u 
priest and now he is a bishop. But 
he is doing the same job. Nothing 
has changed.” said Rizak in an in- 
terview. 

In protest against Capucci's .ex- 
pulsion, the Greek Catholic Synod 
decided in 1977 not to name a suc- 
cessor. Rizak said the Syrian- 
dominated church was under pres- 
sure from Palestinians and from the 
Arab states. 

"The patriarch didn't want to 
make a quick appointment. He had 
to let things calm down.” said the 
priest. “The patriarch is the head of 
the church and we accept his deci- 
sion. This is a happy day," he said. 

The church has about 20,000 fol- 
lowers, many of them in Eastern 
Europe, the Middle East and a few 
in the U.S. and Western Europe. 

The patriarchal vicar has respon- 
sibility over 5,000 Greek Catholics 
in the West Bank, in Jerusalem and 
in southern Galilee. 

The community is planning a 
festive reception for the new bishop 
when he returns from Syria on Oc- 
tober 9. A delegation will greet him 
at the Allenby Bridge checkpoint 
and accompany him to Jerusalem, 
where he will be invested in a 
ceremony similar to the consecra- 
tion in Damascus by the patriarch.

Eitan impressed by U.S. rapid deployment force

Kollek: Let J’lem Electric work — or nationalize it 

Post Economic Reporter "Before supplying the East 


The government must decide 
either to nationalize the Jerusalem 
District Electricity Company, or to 
provide it with the conditions neces- 
sary for functioning, said Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek on Monday. 

Addressing the bi-annual meeting 
of the Manufacturers Association in 
Jerusalem, Kollek charged that the 
East Jerusalem company was not 
being allowed to use new generators 
in o^er to show up its dependence 
on the Israel Electric Corporation. 
He also said the East Jerusalem 
company had recently been 
provided with electricity of too high 
a wattage by the Israeli company, 
which caused its fuses to bum. 


"Before supplying the East 
Jemsalem company with electricity, 
its equipment should be checked.” 
said Kdlek. He said that in 1967 he 
had advocated nationalizing the 
Jerusalem company, but now he "no 
longer gives the government ad- 
vice." 

The outgoing chairman of the 
Jerusalem branch of the Manufac- 
turers Association, Dr. Alexander 
Rafaeli. said factories were losing 
money because of constant 
electricity failures. “We expect ser- 
vice and we'll get it. and we're not 
interested in the political com- 
plications." said Rafaeli. Industry 
Minister Gideon Patt, who was pre- 
sent at the meeting, did not touch 
on the subject at all.

New year sees 
population just 
under 4 million 

Jerusalem Post Staff 
At the start of the new Jewish 
year 5742. Israel’s population was 
estimated to stand at 3,968,000, of 
whom 3,315,000 are Jews, according 
the to the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. From the bureau's es- 
timates, it emerges that the 
country's population increased over 
the past year by 68.000 (a 1.8 per 
cent growth as compared with a 2.3 
per cent growth the previous year). 

The growth in the Jewish popula- 
tion during the past year was 
49,000., of whom 47,000 were due to 
(he excess of biiths over deaths. 
Only 2,000 persons were added to 
the Jewish population roster as a 
result of the net gain in im- 
migration/emigration figures. 

During the year, 13,300 im- 
migrants and potential immigrants 
reached Israel, marking a decline 
of 49 per cent as compared with the 
figures for the previous year. 

In the past 10 years. Israel's pop- 
. ulation has grown by about 874.000. 
Of these. 668,000 were Jews and 
206,000 non-Jews. Some 231,000 of 
the Jewish increase was due to the

Local plant forced to close 
by European market slump

HAIFA. — AH 158 employees of 
the Mites Chemicals eitrio acid fac- 
tory* here received dismissal notices 
on Monday, the eve of Rosh 
Hashana. 

The t9-year-old plant, which ex- 
ported most of hs production to 
Europe, is closing down because 
citric acid {xices have collapsed on 
the recession-bit European markets 
during the past year. 

Miles is the first export-oriented 
factory in Haifa to cIcm down and 
its closure will also effect its main 
raw materials sunpHers, the Galaih 
starch factory, toe Fertilisers and 
Chemicals Company and the Even 
Vesid compony. 

The government considered the 
possibility of helping the factory 
over the recession, but was unable 
to come up with the massive sup- 
port needed to overcome the losses 
sustained during the past year, with 
no change for the better expected in 
the near future. 

Miles gener^ manager Kenneth 
Beck told TheJerusalm Post that a 
small skeleton staff will be selected 
from among the dismissed workers 
to keep the {riant ready to resume 
production if the market revives. 
Beck said the processing of 


materials already in production is to 
be completed by Yom K^pur, when 
the plant will be closed. 

However, the employees have 
been given a month's notice and will 
be until the end of October. 
Agreement. has also been reached 
with the works committee on “ap- 
propriate” severance pay. 

Beck said that Miles will meet 
its commitments to domestic 
customers from its own stocks and 
from the U.S. parent company in 
Elkhart, Indiana, which' also 
produces strictly kasher dtric acid 
under rabbinical licence. Citric acid 
ts used in the soft drink and food 
preservation industries. 

In another local industry, about 
60 employees of the Na'aman 
ceramics company are expecting to 
be ffred due to cutbacks in produc- 
tion caused by the local market be- 
ing inundated with cheap ceramic 
goods from the Far East. 

The Acre plant's management in- 
formed the local labour council of 
its decision to fire 60 workers on 
Monday, and the council im- 
mediately requested a meeting after 
Rosh H^ana with Trade and In- 
dustry Minister Gideon Palt to dis- 
cuss the situation. 


AALBORG, Deamaric (AP). — A 
Danish court ruled on Tuesday that 
anti-Zionism cannot be equated 
with anti-Semitism, even if the 
former has “unintended” anti- 
Semitic effects, when it found guilty 
of libel an Alborg chief su^eon 
sued by an outspoken anti-Zionist 
and le^st-Svcialist member of the 
Dan^ Parliamem. 

Carefully avoiding the taking of 
any stand on the Zionist' issue 
proper, the court conceded that “in 
certain eomiections, arguments 
against Zionism may hardly ftul to 
have reflex-prompted, though un- 
intended, effects of an anti-Semitic 
nature.” B ut this, the court stroked, ■ 
does not Justify claims that a^ing 
against Zionism is an expression. 
an anti-Semitic attitude. 

Consequently, Dr. Axel. 
Laderaann was sentenced to pay a 
fine of 1,000 kroner (about IS 1,830) 
and all legal costs, for accusing MP 
Steen Folke and his political party 
of waging an anti-Jewish campaign 
in their public denunciations of 
Zionism. 

During the trial, Lademmm did 
not accuse the Danish antiZionists 
of deliberate anti-Semitism. What 


counted, he argued, was the actual 
results of the anti-Zionist campaign 
— the sowing of hostility againrt 
Jews. While the motives of anti- 
Zionists may be different from the 
religious, economic and racist ones 
that dominated anti-Semitism at 
other times in history, the effect is 
'the same, he s^. 

Ruling against this reasoning, the 
court laid down the first legal in- 
terpretations here of three key 
terms used in debating'the issues in- 
volved in the existence of the State 
of Israel:.' 

'• Zionism — generally under- 
stood as an expression of the opi- 
nion that the Jewish People have a 
ri^t to a sovereign state, a Jewish 
homeland, in the Middle East 
r^on described in religious history 
as the Holy Land. 

• Anti-Zionism — an expression 
of the- political opinion that a state 
in this area cannot be reserved for 
the Jews alone, but that other pop- 
ulation gronps also have a 
historically founded right to 
citizendiip. 

• .Anti-Semitism — a common 
denominator for attitudes reflecting 
hostility towarils Jews.

Third Wttfld critical 
of Reagaii economics 


WASHINGTON (AP). ^ Pfesiderit 
Ronald Reagan is cain^ for an end 
to the “divisive rhetpnc*** between 
rich and poor eountri^'~but.‘his 
prescription for global ecbhpmic 
recovety is coming- under m't'enx 
fire from Third World officials. 

Reaction was gener^iy negative 
to. Reagan's speech Tuesday before 
the 2.000 delegates attending the 
annual meeting of the World Bank 
and International Monetary Fund 
in which he called on other nations 
to embrace his own conservative 
economic policies. 

A West African delegate said the 
free enterprise: sysiem has been 
tried in many Third World countries 
and has not worked. He called 
Reagan’s recommendations a “neo- 
colonialist" approach. 

Another West African delegate 
said low-income countries face 
catastrophe without ^ater finan- 
cial aid from rich nations. 

He said Reagan's call for belt- 
tighteninlg is unrealistic in countries 
where the per capita income is less 
than S200 a year. 

A third detente said. Central 
America — particularly-.Nicaragua 
and El Salv^or — is one region 
where the free enterprise approach 
was applied for many years and led 
to widespread misery and discon- 
tent. The three delegates asked not 
to be quoted by name. 

But the IMF managing director 
Jacques de Larosier warmly en- 
dorsed Reagan’s programme for 
economic recovery. He-uiged the* 
Reagan administration to. resist 


criticism of high interest rates and 
stick 'to its policy of fighting infla- 
tion. - • ■ 

Discussing . the problems of the 
.non-oil developing countries, de 
Laroaer mentioned the “brutal’ 
deterioration in the terms of trade 
of thcw countries stemming from 
oil price increases and a decline in 
exports because of slack demand in 
tndustrialiud countries,

ininule address. He minimized 
foreign aid as an efTecUve tool in the 
development process. He said the 
rpstdeation of agrowing, prosperous 
American economy is the most im- 
portant contribution th* U.S. can 
make- to global - development 
because of the increased trading op- 
poitunities it would offer. 

-U.S. Treasu'iy SecreWy Donald 
Regan, who is also attending the 
meeting, -said - yesUrday that 
pofitically it is “not feasible” for the 
US, to'increase its contribution to 
the . .main international lending 
programme .for the world’s poorest 
countries.- 

. -Regan spoke at a morning news 
-conference, ^er other donor na- 
tions- said that; since the U.S. has 
slowed down iu contribution to the 
programme they reserve the right to 
slow down theirs. 

As a result, the Inlernational 
Development Association, the arm 
of the World Bank that lends to 
low-income nations, may have only 
three-quarters of the fbnds it ex- 
pected this- fiscal year.

NATO official scores U.S.

Peking’s formal peace offer 
to Taiwan called ‘serious’ 


PEKING (UPI). — Peking yester- 
day made its first comprehensive 
package of peace proposals to 
Taiwan, offering to allow 
nationalists to keep their armed 
forces and assume leadership poses 
in China. National people's 
Congress Chairman Ye Jianying un- 
veil^ the package on the eve of the ' 
32nd anniversary of the Communist 
victory in China. 

It was promptly rejected by the 
Taiwan government. 

Most of the proposals had been 
leaked or casually mentioned by 
Chinese leaders during the past two 
years but this is the first time Peking 
authorities had put them together in 
one package and formally an- 
nounced it at the top levels. 

“It’s more than a ploy," said one 
senior western diplomat. “I think 
they’re serious " 

The proposals ;alsp. 4 ^' intend^., 
tw iihuw the U.S.'that China wanri'a V 
peaceful solution to the Taiwair' 
problem “and if it fails, it’s the other 
guy's fault,’’ be said. The overture 
would make it more dilTicult for the 
U.S. to justify selling arms to 


Taiwan — the main disagreement 
between Peking and Washington. 

Ye proposed that the Communist 
Party and the Kuomintang 
(Nationalists) hold talks “on a 
reciprocal basis." 

“After the country is reunified, 
Taiwan can enjoy a high d^ree of 
autonomy as a special ad- 
ministrative region and it can retain 
its armed forces," Ye sak). 

But in Taipei, government 
spokesman Dr. James Soong re- 
jected the overtures saying they are 
“essentially a continuation of their 
(the Communists) ‘united front" 
propaganda that contains nothing 
new.” 

Soong said the “only way’’ un- 
ification can be achiev^ is if Pek- 
ing abandons Communism and 
adops a constitutional government.

LONDON (AP). — Joseph Luns, 
secretary-general of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
(NATO> yesterday strongly 
criticized the U.S. for its handling of 
a decision to produce neutron 
weapons and for not being' suf- 
ficiently sensitive to European con- 
cerns over the nuclear arms race. 

Luns, the top civfiian official of 
the I S-nation alliance, said divisions 
within NATO are “not completely 
the doing of overly timid Euro- 
peans. Washington has also con- 
tributed to the problen. 

“In all frankness, the recent 
enhanced radiation (neutron) 
warhead production decision was 
not an example tact in the con- 
duct of international relations." 
Luns, of the Netherlands, way 
speaking to the annual assembly df 
the Atlantic Treaty Association, a 
private group supporting the al- 
Uance. 

President Rmiald Reagan last 
month decided to produce neutron 
warheads and stockpile them in the 
U.S. for posable future use in West 
Europe to counteract a massive 


Soviet advantage in tanks. The 
weapon is designed to Immobilize 
advancing battlefield armour, -while 
doing only limited blast damage to 
surrounding areas. 

After considerable pressure from 
the Europeans, the U.S. last week 
agreed with the Soviet Union to 
^in negotiations on November 30 
in Geneva for reduction xk nuclear 
missiles for use in the European 
theatre. 

In Brussels, the U.S. govern- 
ment’s top disarmament strategist 
assured European allies on Tuesday 
that the Reagan administration 
^ves top priority to new nuclear 
disarmament pacta with the Soviet 
Union. 

Eugene Rostow, director of the 
U.S. Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment Agency, told reporters; “We 
approach the problem of limiting 
nuclear arms as the most important 
single question in world politics, the 
queadon which has to be solved 
above all others before we can hope 
to get back to a situation of general 
peace.”

East Clerman spy may be released today 


BONN (OPf). — Guenther Guil- 
laume, the East German spy who in- 
filtrated the Bonn government as 
aide to former chancellor W3ly 
Brandt, has been moved -from, bis 
jail cell, and will be freed this week 
in a giant East-West spy swap, 
reports said yesterday; . 

Infonned sources told' the West 
German news agency DPA that 
Gidllaume — whose unmasking in- 
1974 led to Brandt's resignation 
would probably be handed over to 
East Germany, today. 

This would set in motion one of 
the biggest East-West spy swaps in 
recent years. According to reports 
in Bonn, Guillaume's release is part 


of an international deal involving an 
East German major held in France, 
a Soriet KGB officer jailed in South 
Africa and an East German spy in 
Denmark. 

In exchange, Bonn hopes to get 
35 of its own agents out of East 
German jauls and buy freedom' for 
3,000 East Germans anxious to join 
relatives already in the WesL-The 
government will reportedly pay 
S32.6 million for the refugees. 

A government spokesman said he 
could neither confirm nor deny the 
reports of Guillaume’s imminent 
freedom. Officials have refused all 
comment on the planned spy deal 
since.details emerged last ureekend.

sources. 


Viets accused of waging chemical war ‘NoSmo King’ unveils new campaign 


BANGKOK (Reuter). — Kam- 
puchea's .ousted Khmer Rouge 
government said yesterday that 
Vietnamese forces attacked a vil- 
lage in eastern Kampuchea with 
toxic chemicals last week, causing 
serious illness to 10 people. 

“The Vtrice of Democratic Kam- 
puchea,” the China-based Khmer 
Rouge radio, said in a broadcast 
monitored here that from 
September 17 to 19 Kompong Kdej 
Commune, a village held by the 
Khmer Rouge in Siem Reap 
Province, was the target of a 
chemical attack. 

The statement appealed to the 


UN to force Vietnam to stop using 
chemical weapons .against the Kam- 
puch^ people, the radio said. 

Vietnamese-led forces ousted the 
-Khnttr Rouge.from.Phnom Penh in 
January 1979 and Vietnaftiese 
troops are still in Kampuchea in 
s^port of the present ^ministra- 
tion . 

The U.S. said earlier this month it 
h^ compelling evidence that 
Soviet-backed forces in - Kam- 
puchea, Laos and Afghanistan were 
using deadly poisons known as 
mycotoxins in their wars against in- 
surgents. It called for a UN in- 
vestigation.

Showers dismissed reporters’ sug- 
gestions on Tuesday that diowing 
off his tomb was a bit morbid and 
said he looks forward to continuing 
his anti-smoldng crusade in person

“My dear boy, you don’t think 1 
am going into ^at damp tomb just 
yet, do you?^ he admonished one 
reporter. **IH catch my death of 
cold."

New York, he replaced his brother 
Lessing on the J DC board. At first, 
he was involved in administrative 
. work invoivifig Jewish refugees lo 
the U.S., but events forced him to 
. get involved in fund-iwing. 

IT HAS BEEN estlmaied that 
Rosenwald has personally solicited 
S250 million during his nearly 50 
years of fuod-raUing. 

He readily admits that he enjoys 
it, even if the potential donor disap- 
points him by pledging less chan he 
expected. The beat way to solicit 
funds for the UJA, Rosenwald says, 
is by enlisting interest in the couse 
by mini-missions to UJA-supported 
institutions in New York and mis- 
sions to Israel. ”1 try to get them to 
express their feeUngs.” 

Rosenwald's father was well 
known for his support of the black 
ctvrl rights cause, “7 remember go- 
ing on 8 train to St. Louis in 1935. 
One black porter told another that 
he had "the son of Julius 
Rosenwald” in his cor on the way to 
a meeting of the Council of Jewish 
Federations. 

“ ’Weil,' said the second porter, 
‘his father has helped our race; now 
1 guess the time has come for him to 
help his own.’ “ 

ROSENWALD FEELS a special ai- 
taehment to the JDC, which recent- 
ly named a garden outside its Israel 


building in Jerusalem for him and 
his wife Mary. **f like the fact that 
the JDC helps Jews around the 
world, that it aims to strengthen 
communities and helps the Jews 
help themselves. "They are trying to 
work themselves out of a job.*’ 

Asked about the "bad name” that 
JDC has received as a result of the 
Soviet Jewish drop-out controversy, 
Rosenwald reacts almost angrily. 
He thinks that J DC has been unfair- 
ly blamed for the controversy and 
(hat it has been confused with 
HIaS. He believes that while all 
those Russian emigrants who want 
to settle in Israel should do so, he 
wants to maximize the number of 
Jews leaving the Soviet Union. 

"ZIONIST? No, I’m not a Zionist,” 
says Rosenwald, when asked. "Ben- 
Curion was idealistic but very prac- 
tical. He realized that insisting on 
aliya by all Western Jews was not 
practical. 1 don’t believe that every 
Jew must come on aliya. I’m for 
helping Jews wherever they're in 
trouMe. A Jewish family in trouble 
in New York should be helped just 
like a Jewish family in Tel Aviv." 

Nevertheless, Israel means a 
great deal to him: “Every time 1 get 
off the plane at Lod,” he says, "I 
can't explain it', but I feel that I've 
come home." 

Recalling his 1951 visit to Israel, 
Rosenwald relates arriving at the 


Sha’ar Ha'aliya transit camp for Ira- 
qi immigrants. 

“My wife Mary and J saw a small 
chiid munching on a big loaf of 
bread; my wife burst into tears at 
(he sight. It was so pathetic.”. 

But Rosenwald scolded her gent- 
ly; "Why Jo you weep? This Jewish 
child has been rescued from death 
in his native land. Here in Israel, 
he'll be cared for.” 

Seeing Jerusalem again on the sltii 
has made a special impression on 
him: ”1 ca.me at midnight. Suddenly 
7 realized that it w-as a JehisA city !” 

WHEN ROSENWALD. Rabbi 
.\bba Hillei Silver and Rabbi Jonah 
B. Wise signed the agreement that 
established the UJA, they didn't 
realize that it would evemually 
serve a Jewish state. Before the 
fund-raising organization was 
founded, collections for Palestine 
were separate (and insignincant) 
from the campaigns for local Jewish 
communities. 

“Then, we couldn't even visuidize 
an Israel that was large or 
prosperous. 7( w-as tliought that all 
of Palestine — including Trans- 
jordan — couldn't support more 
than two million people.” 

Rosenwald declines to predict the 
shape of American Jewry in the 
next century: “My dad was more in- 
terested in profits than in 
prophets,’* he says with a boyish 
grin. “I’m always sceptical atom 
people who predict. You're lucky to 
plan ahead even five years." 

Rosenwald. who left the board of 
Sears at the age of 36 for personal 
reasons, still donates a lot of money 
to Jewish causes, and is still active 
in his New York investment firm. 

When he was general-chairman 
of the L'J.\, the chairman of the 
Jewish Agency’s settlement depart-

ment said he wanted a settlement to 
be named for the philanthropist. 

“I didn't seek it, but if they do it, 
it should be done right.” says 
Rosenwald. explaining vliiy he op- 
posed a Hebraicized version cf his 
name. Mosbav Zar’it on the 
Lebanese border was selected, and 
he and his family attended a 
ceremony at the ate. 

“I gave them money for farm 
machinery, but when they asked for 


more help, 1 was told by people out- 
side not to do so, because nearby 
settlements would get jealous. So 
having it called Kfar Rosenwald (it 
has since reverted to Zar'it) was a 
mixed blessing.” 

It's hard to get a complaint out of 
Bill Rosenwald: *Tm a very lucky 
man," he concludes, leaning back in 
the recHner he brings along on his 
travels.

Afiei all. there is no more relax- 
ing wa\ of enjoying a holiday than 
ahoaVd a eniisc ship, and between 
>un-hathing and igher leisure ac- 
tivities. visiting Egypt. Greece and 
Turkey. 

True, if you go as I did on the 
Epirotiki Lines' Atlas it's all over in 
a week, but you can .stop over at any 
of the .six ports visited and resume 
your cruise a week later. 

Ten years ago I cruised the Med 
in another Epirotiki ship, the 
Hermes, which had been built in 
Scotland in the early years of the 
century. The captain's table was 
striclh' out of Somerset Maugham 
— a Greek shipper in a white suit, 
the Rumanian ambassador to 
Cyprus, u gold-toothed Greek 
Cypriot politician, and Lord 
Kinross, friend of T.E. Lawrence 
and Freya Stark and biographer of 
Atuturk. Kinross told me that the 
Mandate had failed in Palestine 
because **ai] the best men were 
killed in Flanders, so they sent you 
the second and third rate." 

The current trip was more like 
TV'S The Love Boat than like 
anything in Maugham. For one 
thing, it was very comfortable — 
air-conditioned throughout, and the 
food is very good. The Atlas, which 
was built in Holland in 1950 and 
remodeiled in 1973. has only one 
class as far as facilities and dining 
room are concerned, the only dif- 
ference being the size of the cabins. 

The most mfcresttng parson on 
board was the tiiip's doctor, a highly 
intelligent French woman of noble 
birth with a zest for breaking out of 
her stylish Parisian mould. Dr. E. 
had been a political prisoner during 
the battle for Algerie Frangaise. In 
her maturity she thought nothing of 
spending a working vacation on a 
boat tending to British stomachs un- 
used to Greek oil and retsina wine. 
When we parted, she was off on a 
deep-sea -diving expedition to an 
Egyptian resort on the Red Sea. 


1-OR THOSE who like group ac- 
tivities there is always something on 
while (he boat is at .sea, while the 
more individualislic can opt out and 
Hnd solitude. I found the service a 
revelation. Waiters and stewards 
were always at hand — in the dining 
rtioni. on deck, hy the pools, and In 
(he lounges and bur. 

I found the ship's ruler, Captain 
Spyros Kekas. to be an amiable 
raconteur. At 43, he is young to 
have taken the helm of the n^hip 
of Epirotiki Lines, having risen swif- 
tly up the ranks in his 14 years with 
the company. A graduate of the 
Murine Academy for Officers in 
Piraeu.s, he went to sea at 17. after 
resolving to follow in his sailor 
grandfather's footsteps. 

Kekas told me of the problems 
besetting the Greek merchant 
marine, which is still (be third 
luijest In the world. Fewer Greeks 
are going to sea as more employ- 
ment opportunities open up on 
land, so they have to hire more 
Pakistanis and Filipinos. However, 
the 247-strong crew of the Allas (70 
f^or the hote(operation) include only 
a few non-Greeks, like the girl iifl- 
uperutor from the Seychelles. 

In the captain's experience, the 
most difficult passengers are South 
Africans because of their demands 
for instant service, in keeping with 
what they are accustomed to back 
home. He had served as No. 2 on 
the route from Durban to the 
Seychelles in the early 1970s. on a 
charier cruise for a South African 
firm. Having spent four winters in 
charge of Epirotiki Lines' cruise 
ships in the Caribbean, he felt he 
could safely say that Americans 
Hvre the easiest passengers he had 
known: in the Mediterranean the 
most demanding were the Greeks, 
the French and the Italians. When i 
asked about Israelis, he ducked with 
a courteous: "1 really couldn't say, I 
have had little experience with 
them." 

Kekas has numerous friends in 
Israel, including the ship's agent in 
Ashdod, Allalouf Company's 
Shlomo Nadar, who told his astoun- 
ded Greek ct^league over drinks 
the reasons why Israel no longer

TREADWAY walked out 
of prison in West Chester, 
Pennsylvania a free man recently . 
after a 29-year ordeal in which he 
was “lost in the system" vathout 
ever being convicted of a crime. 

A small, shy man with a hump, 
Treadway, 46, had entered prison as 
a "defective delinquent" at 17, 
when he was charged with at- 
tempted rape and assault. 

• He spent 18 years in prisons at 
Huntington and Dallas before being 
moved in 1970 to Pennhurst Centre 
for the Retarded, where he was 
iaier diagnosed as mildly retarded. 

With no family or attorney to . 
press for his release, he rerotined at 
Pennhurst seven years until he was 
charged with raping his girlfriend at 
the institution and transferred to 
Chester County Prison. 

“This man was lost in the system. 

1 think they forgot about him," said 
' Public Defender R. Kerry Kalm- 
bach. who became Treadway’s 
lawyer in 1977. got the charge dis- 
missed, and began working for his 
release.

THE CONVENTIONAL, wisdom 
regarding Israel’s A'rab population 
is that they are inherently m- 
tagonistic to Israel. Presumably 
their attitudes cover the spcclruni 
from passive acquiesrence to vocal 
and even active hostility, and that as 
their standards of living and 
lion rise the extent and level of this 
hostility to the State of Israel and its 
Jewish population will increase. 

Accordingly it is considered best 
to separate Jewish retidential areas 
from Arab areas of settlement, not 
to apply aU of the civic obligatioM 
to Arab citizens and not to rtford 
them the same opportunities m arc 
enjoyed by Israel's Jewish citizens. 

Some mmntain that Israel’s Druse 
and -Beduin population are also part 
of the Palestinian entity, and the 
Arab attitudes to Israel will even- 
tually prevail amongst them as well. 

The correctness of this coi.c^ 
tion may be gauged by the voting 
record of Rakah ^ the Israel Com- 
munist Party, whose supporters are 
alm ost entirely Arabs. After all, it is 
not likely that adherence to Marast 
Geology or loyalty to the Kremlin is 
very widespread amongst Israel 
Arabs.

To the Editor of The Jerusalem 
Sir, — Howard and Inna New- 
mark are to be congratulated on 
their approach to dental care in. 
Musrara as described in The 
Jerusalem Post of September 1 1 . 

The Project Renewal dental 
clinic in Ashkeloo has been 
providing a similar oral hygiene and 
treatment • programme for school 
ch3dren during the past 18 months. 
We have us^ volunteer dental 
educators who have visited the 
schools and shown slide program- 
mes. Treatment in foe clinics has 
been provided by volunteer dental 
surgeons from foe UK. Wc have . 
now opened an oral hygiene clinic 
where groups of invited children are 
taught proper methods of oral 
hygiene and are given an insight 
into tile cavfgy of dental decity ud 
glim disease. The success of our 
programme is now becoming ap- 
parent as foe children are reex- 
amined. 

The dental problems of Musrara 
and Ashkelon are not unique. They 
are to be found in every town in the 
country. For foe Israeli patient who 
^ afford dental care, the emphMis 
has always been on reconstruction 
following breakdown of the teeth 
.and not on preventive dentistry. Tel 
Aviv University had to close down 
its dental hygienist and educator 
programme due to lack of finandal 
support from the government, 
which reflects its current attitude to 
dental care education. 

Those of us who have studied foe 


dental problem in Israel ^ aware 
of the shortage of well-trained den- 
tists and their concentration in the 
nuun cities. An expansion of ex- 
isting dental schools and oral 
hygiene departments and the crea- 
tion of new schools in Haifa and 
Beersheba will take time. There is 
no shortage of students wishing to 
be dentisubut, because of the inep,- 
titude of successive governments, 
there is no room for them to study 
in Israel. They are forced to study in 
inferior dental schools abroad. An 
increase in the number of highly 
qualifled dentists will improve stiw- 
dards and reduce fees due to the in- 
fluence of market forces, as has oc- 
curred in the UK. 

A total dental health programme 
should be conducted by the govern- 
ment and the profession, using the 
advertisement media, television and 
radio to spread the message that 
good oral hygiene and a reduction 
in sugar consumption will produce a 
healthier mouth for life. 

It will not be possible for foe 
Diaspora, through Prcgcct Renewal, 
to provide dentistiy for all the 
citizens of Israel. We can only in- 
itiate and offer dentistry to a small 
proportion of those in need. It is up 
to the citizens <tf. Israel to pressure 
the government to create, in as- 
sociation with the existing program- 
mes, a dental health service able to 
offer dentistry to all the citizens of 
Israel at a cost within their means.
